Being 
the 
minority 


party of the nation, ithas developed 
an extraordinary aptitude 
to make 


unseemly alliances, regardless of the 
sacrifice of principle, inorder to in- 
crease its voting strength. 
The in- 


variable result 
of this policy has 


been to weaken itas a political or- 
ganization. Itadvertises the party 
as a seeker 
after patronage 
and 
power, and not an organization rep- 
resenting ideas which its adherents 
believe are essential 
to the welfare 


of the nation. 
So pronounced 
has 


been this sacrifice 
of principle for 


expediency, that oldline democrats 
of national 
reputation 
are leaving 


the party in disgust. Itis now au- 
nounced 
that 
Abram S. 
Hewitt, 


hitherto a staunch 
democrat, 
who 


has been honored withhigh office in 
the party, having been a member of 
congress for many 
years, 
chairman 


•of the democratic national committee 
in 1876, 
and later mayor 
of New 
York,is no longer identified 
with 


democracy. 
He says: "Idon't be- 


long to the democratic 
party as it 


is now organized. Ivoted for Mc- 
IKinley both times. Icould no longer 


abide the choice of the party with 
whichIhad been associated." 
It 


was its coalition with the populists 
that caused old-line democrats of the 
Hewitt type to repudiate 
the bar- 


gain and sale tendency of the party. 
The populists 
party is now dead. 


Its demise has left the democracy 
weaker 
in numbers 
and 
influence 


than ever before. 
Itis now survey- 


ing the politicalfield for other 
com- 


binations calculated to draw 
voters 


to its ranks. 
The labor organiza- 


tions throughout the countrj' have 
the votes, and withthese democracy 
is coquetting with the view of join- 
ing forces for the presidential battle 
of 1904.- This sort of combination 
was successful in electing two con- 
gressmen in San Francisco. 
The

and 
other 
papers 
are 


hoisting the name of W. R. Hearst 
as the logical candidate 
for presi- 


dent. 
Should 
the 
program 
-be 


carried out, it willpresent 
a spect- 


acle of anomally never before 
equal- 


ed even by the wobbly democracy. 
Every law passed 
by the national 
legislature 
in the iuterest of the 


•working-class, has reached its place 
on the statute books in face of the 
opposition of the democratic 
party. 


The party has championed 
slave 
labor, and fought for its retention. 
Inevery state 
in the union 
where 


the democrats 
are in power, wages 


are lower than in republican states. 
Inthe solid south, all classes of toil- 
ers receive less 
compensation 
than 


in the northern states. 
Butit is in 


the republican states 
of the north, 


that labor organizations are 
power- 


ful;and it is in these states 
that 


democracy must make headway in 
order to carry the presidential elec- 
tion. Itis therefore posing as 
the 


friend of the laboring man. Whether 
the labor unions willbite at the bait 
remains tobe seen. 
Should such an 


alliance be formed, it is very im- 
probable that itwilladd any voting 
strength to the democrats. 
It will 


be far more likely to still further 
split the democracy, and also divide 
the labor unions into rivalpolitical 
factions.

THE POLITICAL DRIFT. 


The democratic party is fast be­ 
coming a party without any fixed 
principles. 
Being 
the 
minority 
party of the nation, it has developed 
an extraordinary aptitude to make 
unseemly alliances, regardless of the 
sacrifice of principle, in order to in­ 
crease its voting strength. 
The in­ 
variable result of this policy has 
been to weaken it as a political or­ 
ganization. 
It advertises the party 
as a seeker after patronage and 
power, and not an organization rep­ 
resenting ideas which its adherents 
believe are essential to the welfare 
of the nation. 
So pronounced has 
been this sacrifice of principle for 
expediency, that old line democrats 
of national reputation are leaving 
the party in disgust. 
It is now an­ 
nounced that Abram S. Hewitt, 
hitherto a staunch democrat, who 
has been honored with high office in 
the party, having been a member of 
congress for many years, chairman 
of the democratic national committee 
in 1876, and later mayor of New 
York, is no longer identified with 
democracy. 
He says: “I don't be­ 
long to the democratic party as it 
is now organized. 
I voted for Mc­ 
Kinley both times. I could no longer 
abide the choice of the party with 
which I had been associated.” 
It 
was its coalition with the populists 
that caused old-line democrats of the 
Hewitt type to repudiate the bar­ 
gain and sale tendency of the party. 
The populists 
party is now dead. 
Its demise has left the democracy 
weaker in numbers and iufluence 
than ever before. 
It is now survey­ 
ing the political field for other com­ 
binations calculated to draw voters 
to its ranks. 
The labor organiza­ 
tions throughout the country have 
the votes, and with these democracy 
is coquetting with the view of join­ 
ing forces for the presidential battle 
of 1904. 
This sort of combination 
was successful in electing two con­ 
gressmen in San Fraucisco. 
The 
Examiner and other papers 
are 
hoisting the name of W. R. Hearst 
as the logical candidate for presi­ 
dent. 
Should 
the 
program -be 
carried out, it will present a spect­ 
acle of anomally never before equal­ 
ed even by the wobbly democracy. 
Every law passed by the national 
legislature in the interest of the 
working-class, has reached its place 
on the statute books in face of the 
opposition of the democratic party. 
The party has championed 
slave 
labor, and fought for its retention. 
In every state in the union where 
the democrats are in power, wages 
are lower than in republican states. 
In the solid south, all classes of toil­ 
ers receive less compensation than 
in the northern states. 
But it is in 
the republican states of the north, 
that labor organizations are power­ 
ful; and it is in these states that 
democracy must make headway in 
order to carry the presidential elec­ 
tion. 
It is therefore posing as the 
friend of the laboring man. Whether 
the labor unions will bite at the bait 
remains to be seen. 
Should such an 
alliance be formed, it is very im­ 
probable that it will add any voting 
strength to the democrats. 
It will 
be far more likely to still further 
split the democracy, and also divide 
the labor unions into rival political 
factions. 


TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


An Unusually Interesting Time.—Synopsis of 
the Proceedings 


The Amador county teachers' in­ 
stitute convened in the courtroom 
of the superior court, Jackson, on 
December 1st, at 10 o’clock, and 
finally adjourned Wednesday even­ 
ing. It was voted by all as one of the 
most entertaining aud instructive 
gatherings of the kind ever assem­ 
bled in the couuty. 
We are indebt­ 
ed to Miss Hilda Clough for the fol­ 
lowing condensed miuutes of the 
proceedings. 
County superintendent 
Gordon 
as presiding officer announced that 
he had placed the names of Miss 
Alice Gartlin, Miss Maud Reed and 
W. H. Greenhalgh on the program 
as vice-president, which action was 
indorsed by the institute. 
The president stated that he had 
named Miss Hilda Clough as secre­ 
tary, and Miss Esther Breese assist­ 
ant secretary. Thereupon Miss Nel­ 
lie Payne moved and Miss Birdie 
Mason seconded the nomination of 
Miss Florence M. Lowry as secre­ 
tary. A ballot was taken, and Miss 


Clough declared elected on a vote of 
30 against 29 
Miss Esther Breese 
was elected assistant secretary. 
The roll was called, showing a to­ 
tal membership of 65, with 62 pres­ 
ent at the opening session. 
County 
superintendent 
Gordon 
opened the institute with a brief ad­ 
dress, requesting for the instructors 
the undivided attention of teachers. 
W. S. Williams read a paper on 
“Proper relations of a county super­ 
intendent to local affairs,” which 
was well received. 
Miss Jennie M. Long, of the San 
Francisco academy of dramatic art, 
gave a very helpful and instructive 
talk on euunciation and pronuncia­ 
tion, giving many rules and illustra­ 
tions. 
She strongly advised against 
pupils committing to memory any 
reading lesson. 
Misses Aynes M. Raab, Daisy Fox 
and Lillie C. Vennum followed in 
appreciation of the foregoing subject. 
Afternoon.—Mr. Greenhalgh pre­ 
siding; 63 members present. 
On motion, Rev. F. A. Morrow, 
Geo. Striblev. Geo. Jennings, Mrs. 
W. Caldwell. Mrs N. P. Williams, 
Miss Rosa Cook and Mrs Kate Gar- 
barini, were elected honorary mem­ 
bers. 
Geo. F. Mack read a paper on 
“ Consolidation of rural schools,” 
advocating the transportation of pu­ 
pils from the smaller rural districts 
to larger towns, thereby creating 
educational centers, and giving bet­ 
ter educational facilities at less ex­ 
pense. 
Mr. Gordon stated that the ques­ 
tion under discussion was at present 
agitating educators all 
over the 
state, and that an article on the sub­ 
ject appeared in the Normal Instruc­ 
tor tor September. 
“ How might county institutes be 
made more beneficial," was ably dis­ 
cussed by Misses Nettie B. Morrow, 
Agnes M. Raab, Henrietta Post, 
Maud E; Read, Hattie E. Hinkson, 
Lucy V. Johnson, Vannie E. Mc­ 
Laughlin, 
Margaret 
Payne 
and 
Daisy E. Larson. 
Vice-president Greenhalgh called 
upon Miss Mamie Wheeler to re­ 
spond, who brought out the sug­ 
gestion of setting a time for teachers 
to visit different schools of the coun­ 
ty while in session. 
Mr. Fuller then spoke on the sub­ 
ject, followed by Miss Culbert and 
Rev. F. A. Morrow. 
Mr. Gordon 
then stated to the institute that his 
idea in bringing about this discussiou 
was to learn the sentiment of the 
teachers regarding institutes; that 
there was an effort being made to 
abolish institutes, and what he de­ 
sired was an expression from the 
teachers not only as to what good 
might be derived from the county 
institutes,- but would the teachers 
have the iustitutes abolished, and if 
so, is there anything that could be 
introduced in place of it in order that 
the teachers might have an oppor­ 
tunity of getting new ideas, and of 
improving 
and 
benefiting 
them­ 
selves in their work. 
This question and the question of 
the benefit to be derived from the 
university extension course as com­ 
pared with the benefit derived by 
them from county institutes, was 
then ably discussed by the following 
members of the institute: Miss Mc- 
Lapghlin, 
Mr. Mack, Mr. Greeu- 
halgb, Miss Rust, Miss Long, Mr. 
Gordon and Mr. Clark. 
Fred A. Ball then read an inter­ 
esting paper on “Should promotions 
on trial be allowed,"contending that 
they should, when in the judgment 
of the teacher it is advisable. 
Mr. Gordon asked the institute 
whether, when a child was regularly 
promoted, it was within the power 
of the teacher to put the child back. 
Mr. Clark answered that it was 
not; that a teacher might keep the 
child in that grade for a number of 
years, but it could not put a child 
back after he was regularly pro­ 
moted. 
Miss Read spoke on question of 
promotions. 
Miss Long took up the question of 
vowel sounds, giving a table to sim­ 
plify the number of sounds. 
‘ ‘My appreciation of the foregoing 
subject” was responded to in an ap­ 
preciative manner by Miss Culbert, 
Thos. D. Davis, Miss Wiethoff and 
Miss Driscoll. 
Miss Long then read 
“Thana- 
topsis” to illustrate her method of 
teaching reading. 
Evening.—Called to order by vice­ 
president Greenhalgh. 
Music by Jackson band; song by 
committee on music; selection by 
mandolin club. 
Address of welcome, by Hon. R.C. 
Rust. 
Selection by mandolin club. 
Lecture on “Common sense read­ 
ing in public schools,” and the read­ 
ing by request of “The Raven,” Miss 
Jennie M. Long. 
Upon adjournment an invitation 
was extended to the teachers and 
those assisting in the program to 
partake of a banquet prepared by 
the Jackson teachers. 
Tuesday, Dec. 2. 
Called to order by president G ordon. 
Roll call showed 63 m em bers present. 
M rC lark took up th e subject of “ E x ­ 
isting system s of d istrict libraries, and 
abuse of sam e,” m aking m any sugges­ 
tions as to the best m ethod of creating 
th« interest of scholars in th e lib rary , 
of the value of th e w orks to be added, 
and the existing m ethod of having a 
list of library books approved by the 
board of education. 
He gave m any 
helpful hints as to th e m anner of keep­ 
ing th e library hooks, etc., and his re­ 
m arks were greeted w ith applause. 
Miss N ora Connors took up th e sub­ 
ject, “ Iio w l teach prim ary num ber 
w ork” in a very interesting m anner, 
stating th a t she ta u g h t by objects— 
adding to g eth er o r tak in g away. 
M r Gordon asked if th e course of 
study contained all th a t any one of th e 
teachers tau g h t, and being answ ered in 
the negative, told them not to th in k 
they w ere held strictly to th e course of 
study when in th eir judm ent th e chil­ 
dren dem anded fu rth e r instruction. 
Professor F. F. B unker th en dw elt at 
length on the “ M ethod in teaching 
m ultiplication and division,’’explaining 
m any difficulties pupils had in m aster­ 
ing long division, and dem onstrated 
valuable rules in m aking th a t study 
easier for th e student. 
Miss E lizabeth Joses read a good 
paper on “ How to teach reading in 1st 
and 3rd prim ary g rad es.” 
A fter recess Mr. B unker resum ed his 
talk on th e teaching of arithm etic, 
under th e title of “ T he relation of ob­ 
jective to ab stract w o rk .” H e spoke 
of th e necessity of th e pupils becoming 
fam iliar w ith both th e form al and ob­ 
jective sides in order to understand 
practical arithm etic. 
. 
Prof. W m . H . Dudley of Chicago 
U niversity, followed w ith’his illustrated 
and in structive lecture on “Color of 
birds, butterflies and o th e r anim als,” 
w hich 
was 
listened to 
w ith 
g reat 
in terest by all. 
A fternoon — Miss H attie H inkson 
spoke to h er subject “ How I teach 


locahgeography,” clearly setting forth 
ht-r m ethods of creating th e in terest of 
hpi 
, iiolars in geography. 
W m . M. F uller took up th e subject 
of “ Should th e board of education 
direct how prom otions shall be m ade,” 
and spoke in favor of th e present sys­ 
tem of exam inations by th e board of 
education in seventh and ninth grades. 
Prof. B unker lectured upon th e su b ­ 
ject of “ Supplem entary m aterial and 
its use in g eo g rap h y ,” advising th e use 
of a globe and of maps such as he pre­ 
sented to th e institute, and show ing 
how both could be made a t th e schools, 
and illustrating how th e pupil could be 
m aterially helped by th e use of m aga­ 
zine articles and pictures relating di­ 
rectly to th e 
respective geographv 
lessons. 
Miss Morrow followed w ith a well- 
prepared paper on“ W hy excuses oug h t 
to be exacted for tardiness, e tc .” show ­ 
ing th e necessity of such excuses from 
th e parents. 
Miss A nnie M. Jennings discussed her 
topic, ‘Im portance of professional study 
for teach ers” in an interesting m anner. 
Miss Mamie D. W heeler discussed th e 
“ Value of snm m er schools,” strongly 
advocating them . 
Prof. B unker followed w ith an in­ 
stru ctiv e talk on "H ow can th e school 
produce good spoilers,” advocating the 
m ethod of w ritten spelling lessons, for 
th e reason th a t m any child ren can learn 
m ore readily by sig h t than by sound. 
T he m ethod was to m ake a list of ten 
words occurring in th e daily lessons of 
th e pupils aside from th eir regular spell­ 
ing lesson, having th e pupil first learn 
to spell th e words, then to p u t them in 
sentences to diagram in th e gram m ar 
class, then to work them into com posi­ 
tion, th e pupil th u s thoroughly learn­ 
ing th e words. 
Professor W m . H. Dudley gave an 
illustrated lecture o n “Colors of flowers, 
fruits and foliage, ' ’which was delivered 
in a fascinating and instructive m anner 
and thoroughly enjoyed and appreciat­ 
ed by th e institute. 
E vening—Professor B u n k er’s sub­ 
ject was “ Suggestions as to th e g o v ­ 
ernm ent of th e children in th e schools 
and in th e hom e,” and was listened to 
w ith g rea t in terest and received with 
applause. 
Á song by com m ittee on music was 
well rendered. 
Professor Dudley followed with his 
lecture, “ T he n atu re of color and color 
p h o to g rap h y ,” 
illustrating 
clearly 
th e two m ethods of color photography 
by a series of instructive and beautiful 
pictures taken from life in 
natural 
color by th e process described, conclud­ 
ing w ith a dem onstration in “ wireless 
te le g ra p h y ,” w hich elicited g re at in­ 
terest on th e p a rt of all present, and 
gave to those fortunate enough to hear 
him a closer know ledge of th a t subject 
th an they ever before had.

Gasoline is sold ot 20 cents a gallon in 
Stockton, so it cost $1.20 for the trip, 
or two cents 
per mile. The carriage 


apparently is easy of control, fully as 
much so as an ordinary horse. 
The 


horses passed on the street did not ap- 
pear to be scared 
at the innovation. 


On the return trip, however, by way 
oflone, the stage horses 
were some- 


what nonplussed as itwhizzed by, and 
it was all the driver could do to con- 
trol them. 
While in Jackson,

Strohm took a spin around the streets 
in the automobile. 
He has been think- 


ing- seriously of introducing this sort of 
wagon for the delivery ofhis beer. 
He 


now keeps a stable of between 20 and 
30 horses. . The vehicle driven by Mr. 
Kincaid here is of the six-horse power 
pattern, simply a:riding vehicle, and 
costs $1335.

A very good treatment Is to watch 
the animal closely in places where it 
would be likely to balk, and with the 
first sign of stopping the driver should 
cay "Whoa," then get off and loosen 
or pretend 
to change 
the harness 
In 


some way;also take up a foot and tap 
the shoe with a stone. 
Spend a few 


moments leisurely in this way, and in 
nine cases 
out of ten the animal will 
forget its inclination to balk and will 
go on at the first bidding. It is also 
well to give a lump of sugar or a 
handful of oats or an apple. This will 
always produce better results than se- 
vere measures. 


ItIs only high strung and 111 tem- 
pered horses that balk, and these are 
handled with more success 
by humor- 
ing and patience than by severe meas- 
ures, which generally 
make matters 


worse. ItIs almost Impossible to fol- 
low rules ina case of this sort 
What
